iN  the  middle  of  that  valt  ocean^,  commonly  called  tne  aoutn- 
Sea,  lie  the  Klands  of  Solomon.  In  the  center  of  thefe,  lies 
one,  not  only  d  ill  ant  from  the  reft,' which  arc  iinmenfcly  fcattered 
round  it,  but  aUb  larger  beyond  proportion.  An  anceftor  of  the 
j)rince,  who  how  reigns  abfolutely  in  this  central  iftand,  has, 
through  a  long  delccnt  of  ages,  entailed  the  name  of  Solomon's 
liies  on  the  whole,  by  the  effecl  of  that  wdfdom  wherewith  he 
Jjoiilhcd  the  manners  of  his  people. 

A  defe  endant  of  one  of  the  great  men  of  this  happy  ifland,  bc- 
foniing  a  gentleman  to  fb  improved  a  degree,  as  to-  defpife  the 
p^ood  c]ualitics  which  had  originally  ennobled  his  family,  thought  of 
noiniiig,  but  hpw  to  fupport  and  diftinguifti  his  dignity  by  the 
pride  of  an  ignorant  mind,  and  a  dilpolition  abandoned  to  plea- 
lure.  He  had  a  hoiife  on  the  fca-fide,  where  be  fpent  great  part 
of  his  time  in  hunting  and  fiftiing;  but  found  hirofelf  at  a  loft  iii  the 
purluit  of  thefe  important  diverfions,  by  means  of  a  long  flip  exf 
niarfli-land,  over  grown  with  high  reeds,  that  lay  between  his 
houfe  and  the  fea.  Refblving,  at  length,  that  it  became  not

haughty  ohender,  who  muttered  out  his  diHike  of  the  encourage* 
nieiii  this  way  of  thinking  mull  give  to  the  commonalty  ;  who,  be 
faid,  were  to  be  confidered  as  perfons  of  no  confequehce,  in  com* 
parifm  of  men  who  were  born  to  be  honoured.  “  Where  reflec¬ 
tion  is  wauling,  replied  the  king,  vvith  a  fmile  of  difdain,  men 
mull  fiird  their  defects  in  the  pain  of  their  fufferings.’  Yaubumo, 
added  he,  turning  to  a  captain  of  his  gallies,  drip  the  injured  and 
the  injiirer  ;  convey  them  to  one  of  the  mod  barbarous  and  re* 
inotell  of  the  illands,  fet  them  on  fliorc  in  the  night,  and  leave 
them  both  to  their  fortune. 

The  place  in  which  they  were  landed  was  a  marfli,  undercover 
of  whofe  flags  the  gentleman  was  in  hopes  to  conceal  himlelff 
and  give  the  flip  to  a  companion,  whom  he  thought  it  a  difgrace 
to  be  found  with.  But  the  lights  in  the  galley  having  given  an 
alarm  to  the  favages,  a  conliderable  body  of  them  came  d<^» 
and  difcovered  in  the  morning  the  two  Itrangers  in  their  hiding- 
place.  Setting  lip  a  difmal  yell,  they  furrounded  them;  and, ad¬ 
vancing  nearer  and  nearer,  with  a  kind  of  clubs,  feemcd  deter* 
mined  to  difpaich  them,  without  feiife  of  hofpitality  or  rocfcy* 

Here  the  gentleman  began  to  difcover,  that  the  fupcriofity  « 
his- blood  was  imaginary;  for,  between  a  confciou&els  of  flw®* 
and  cold,  under  the  nakednefs  he  had  never  been  ufcd  to,  a 
ol  the  event,  from  the  flercencfs  of  the  favages  approach,  and  tbc 
want  of  an  idea  whereby  to  fotten  or  divert  their  afperity,  he  W 
behind  the- poor  iharer  of  his  calamity;  and,  with  an 
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apprelicnflve,  unmanly,  fneakingtiefs  of  mein,  gave  up  the'poft  of 
ho.ioui  ;  and  made  a  leader  of  the  very  man  whom  he  had  thought 
it  a  tlilgrace  to  confider  as  a  companion.  ^ 

'J’he  balket*  maker,  on  the  contrary,  to  whom  the  poverty  of  his 
onditiuii  had  made  nakednefs  habitual;  to  whom  a  life  of  pain 
aiul  inortiHcation,  reprefented  death  as  not  dreadful;  and  whole 
R’lncinbraiice  of  his  (kill  and  art,  of  which*  thelc  favages  wereig. 
iioraiit,  gave  him  hopes  of  procuring  fafety,  from  demonftrating, 
that  be  could  be  ufeful,  moved  with  bolder  and  more  open  frec- 
liuin;  and,  having  plucked  a  handful  of  the  flags,  fat  down  with¬ 
out  emotion;  and  making  flgns  that  he  would  fliew  them  fome- 
thing  worthy  of  their  attention,  fell  to  work  with  fmiles  and  nod- 
dings;  while  the  favages  drew  near,  and  gazed  in  expetflauon  of 
the  tonfetpience. 

It  was  not  long  before  he  had  wreathed  a  kind  of  coronet,  .of 
pretty  workmanfliip,  and,  riling  with  refpe<ft,  and  fearlefliiefs,  ap¬ 
proached  the  favage  who  appeared  the  chief,  and  placed  it  gently 
on  bis  bead;  whole  figure,  under  this  new  ornament,  fo  charmed 
ami  (Inick  the  followers,  that  they  threw  down  all  their  clubs, 
and  formed  a  dance  of  welcome  and  congratulation  round  the 
author  of  fo  prized  a  favour. 

I'bere  was  not  one  but  (hewed  marks  of  impatience  to  be  made 
as  fine  as  his  captain ;  fo  the  poor  bafkec*maker  had  his  hands  full  of 
employment ;  and  the  favages,  obferving  the  one  quite  idle,  while 
the  other  was  fo  bufy  in  their  fervice,  took  up  arms  in  the  behalf  of 
iiuiiral  juft  ice,  and  began  to  lay  on  arguments  in  favour  of  their 
pur pole. 

1  be  bafleet-maker^s  pity  now  effaced  the  remembrance  of  his 
fullerings ;  fo  he  rofe  and  refeued  his  oppreflbr,  by  making  figns 
that  be  was  ignorant  of  thc'art;  but  might,  if  they  thought  fit, 
he  iilbfully  employed  in  waiting  on  the  work,  and  fetching  flags 
fur  bis  fupply  as  fall:  as  he  (houid  want  them. 

I'bis  propofition  luckily  fell  in  with  a  defirc  the  favages  expref- 
fed  to  keep  themfelves  at  Icifure,*  that  they  might  crowd  round 
•iid  mark  the  progrefs  of  a  work  they  took  fuch  pleafure  in.  They 
left  the  gentleman,  therefore,  to  his  duty,  in  the  ba(ket*makcr<s 
lervice;  and  confidered  him,  from  that  time  forward,  as  one  who 
'vas,  and  ought  to  be  treated  as  inferior  to  Uieir  bcnefa<5^or. 

iMen,  wives,  and  children,  from  all  comers  of  the  ifland,  came. 

droves  for  coronets,  and  fetting  the  uninftnwfted  gentleman  to 
"ork,  to  'gather  boughs  and  poles,  made  a  fine  hut  to  lodge  the 
Jalket-maker;  and  brought  down  daily  from  the  country,  fuch 
^rovilioBs  as  they  lived  upon  themfelves,  taking  care  to  offer  the 
*^agined  fervanc  nothing  till  bis  mailer  had  done  eating. 

Three  months  reflecflion  in  this  mortified  conditio,  gave  a  new 
nd  jurtcr  turn  to  our  gentleman's  improved  ideas ;  infomuch  that, 
yiog  weeping  and'  awake  one  night,  he  thus  confefled  his  fcntU 
iients  in  favour  of  the  baifltet«mtker«  1  have  been  to  Uame,  and 
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\vantetl  jiidoment  to  diftingnini  between  accident  and  excellence.*; 
When  1  ibould  have  meafured  nature,  I  but  looked  to  vanity. 
^'^e  preference  which  fortune  gives  is  empty  and  imaginary;  and 
1  perceive  too  late,  that  only  things  of  ufe  are  naturally  honourable.' 
I  am  aflianied  when  I  compare  my  malice,  to  remember  your  hu¬ 
manity;  hut  if  the  Gods  (hould  pleafe  to  call  me  to  a  re-polTeflion 
of  niy  rank  and  happinels,  1  will  divide  all  with  you, 'in  attone- 
ment  of  my  judly  punilhed  arrogance.  ^ 

lie  proiiiiled  and  performed  his  promife;  for  the  king  fooo  after 
font  the  captain  who  had  landed  them  with  prefents  to  tlie  fa- 
vages,  and  ordered  him  to  bring  both  back  again.  And  it  conii- 
lines,  to  this  day,  a  ciillom  in  that  iilaiid,  to  degrade  all  gentle¬ 
men  who  cannot  give  a  better  reafon  for  their  pride,  than  that 
they  were  born  to  do  nothing  :  and  the  word  for  this  jull  punilh- 
inent  is,  Scful  him  to  the  bcijket-makcr^s.

iiiiiie  point  whether  they  would  not  have  thought  it  a  lucky  event 
to  Imvc  been  their  hulbands  fnijirejfef^  with  a  good  fettlement. 

^riie  Mifs  S - ns,  who  fucceeded  them  as  the  reigning 

to  tits,  were  not  fo  fortunate:  they  had  many  propofals,  but  none 
tijii  d  to  ihofc  of  their  predecelfors,  and  they  rejetfied  them.  An 
actiiicnt  threw  them  naked  into  the  arms  of  the  men  who  had 
made  them  offers  not  of  the  moll  honourable  nature  ;  and  yet  they 
IkuI  the  virtue  to  refill.  The  houfe  where  they  redded  in  Bury- 
llreet,  St.  Jameses,  was  on  fire,  and  they  were  compelled  to  make 
their  eftape  out  of  the  windows  in  their  fliifts.

Account  of  the  Needles,  in  the  Ifle  o/*  Wight,’  extraSed  frontier 

Edwards’s  natural  Hijtofy. 

IN  the  beginning  of  June  1761,  I  had  the  curiofity  to  vifit  the 
1  lie. of  Wight,  where  I  fpent  a  week  in  feeing  what  was  con* 
ous  in  that  part  of  the  ifland,  and  went  off  to  fea  feveral  times 
under  the  lUipendous  rocks  and  cliffs  called  the  Needles.  Msof 
(Irangers  of  our  fonthern  counties  vifit  thele  parts  yearly  on  tb* 
fame  account.  When.wc  enter  fome  of  our  great  cathedralsj^  their 
greainefs  and  foleran  gloominefs  flrike  us  with  a  plcafing  revereii* 
iial  kind  of  chilling  horror  ;  and  when  we  view  the  roagiufio®®^ 
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fine  tafte,  that  could  form  fuch  terreftial  heavens ;  O  I  when  I 
had  launched  a  little  way  into  the  oceans  and  taken  a  full  view 
of  this  mod  amazing  and  dupendous  work  of  nature^  all  the  fenfa* 
tlons  produced  by  temples  and  palaces^  the  works  of  art,  were  like 
fliadows  compared  with  real  fubftances.  The  diipendous  great- 
iiefs  of  the  rocks  (Irikes  the  beholder  with  chill  horror,  and  a- 
jnazeuient  never  felt  before.  While  a  (Irangcr  is  near  them,  he 
fears  that  foine  protuberant  mafles  of  the  rock  will  give  way  and 
urcck  his  velTel,  and  drown  the  prefumptuous  fpetdator.  It  is  ne- 
cellary  to  keep  a  quarter  of  a  mile^s  didance  at  lead,  to  make  any 
jiulgment  of  the  height  of  the  cliffs.  In  fonie  places  it  is  perpen¬ 
dicular  •  in  others  overhanging;  in  others  there  are  rows  of  dielves 
or  lodgments,  for  the  birds  called  the  Pndins  and  Razor-birds, 
where  they  fit  thick  in  rows,  though  hardly  didined  to  be  feen  (e- 
paratcly,  but  their  motion  difeovers  them.  In  certain  places  high 
in  the  clid,  as  well  as  under  water  mark,  you  fee  great  chafms  and 
deep  caverns,  that  feem  to  enter  far  into  the  rock.  Here  and 
there  arc  chrydal  dreams  and  broken  rippling  waters  ilTuing  forth 
pretty  high  in  the  rock.  The  drata  of  chalk,  done,  flints,  &c. 
divided  in  foine  parts,  on  an  almod  plain  furface,  for  the  depth  of 
fix  hundred  feet,  and  the  height  of  the  rock  in  many  places  afford 
great  entertainment  to  a  curious  and  inquifltive  mind.  It  is  drange 
to  fee  fheepand  lambs  feeding  near  the  water’s  edge  in  the  lower 
part  of  this  cliff,  and  n'ot  eafily  conceivable  how  they  get  thither 
without  being  precipitated  into  the  deep;  but  they  have  the  power 
of  treading  furely  in  places  inacceflible  to  man.  Though  the 
birds  are  not  counted  eatable,  yet  many  of  them  are  dedroyed 
tlirough  wantonnefs.  When  a  gun  is  difeharged  from  (ca  under 
the  rock,  they  fly  off  in  fuch  amazing  numbers  as  to  darken  the 
fea  under  them  Great  numbers  are  always  feen  fifhing  in  the 
Icn,  others  fitting  in  the  cliffs,  and  many  always  pafling  and  rc- 
palling  over  your  boat.  The  fifhermcn  make  baits  of  their  flefh  to 
raich  lobders,  crab's,  See.  The  ignorant  on  this  part  of  the  ifland 
fiqipofe  that  thefe  birds  are  found  in  no  part  of  the  world  but  at 
the  Needles.  The  face  of  this  flupendous  rock  extends  about  four 
ii'iles,  and  very  nearly,  if  not  prccifely,  facing  the  fouth.  The 
well  point  terminates  in  what  is  properly  called  the  Needles,  which 
are  feveral  vad  rude  obclifks,  or  pillars,  feparated  by  time  and  force 
nf  the  Tea  from  the  main  rock,  and  dand  detached  from  each  o- 
iher,  arifing  immediately  out  of  the  fea.  Thefe  birds,  they  fay, 
are  feen  here  not  much  above  two  months  in  the  year,  and  firft 
appear  in  the  beginning  of  May.  The  fifherinen,  who  arc  tl.‘ 
Ways  about  the  rocks,  declare  that  thefe  birds  arc  feen  three  dr 
four  times  in  the  winter,  for  a  day  or  two  each  time,  in*  as  great 
numbers  as  at  their  breeding  time;  and  that  they  know  when  to 
cxpe<d  them,^hich  is  after  a  little  mild  weather,  when  the  fun 
lies  warm  on  the  cliff,  and  the  Tea  beneath  is  pretty  calm,  to  give 
them  an  opportunity  to  feck  their  food.  The  top  of  the  cliff  is 

barren^ 
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barren,  chalky  and  ftony,  down  whichTecd  a  mimber.^f 
rticep:  cormorants,  lhags,  gulls,  .Cornifli  clvoughs^  jackdaws,  nar- 
lings,  wild  pigeons,  and  many  forts  of  Imall  birds,  hrecd  annually 
on  thefe  rocks.  ^

The  Beauties  of  Hardwick  Garden  difplayed^  in  a  letter  from  a 
Gentleman  in  Yorkjhire  to  his  Friend  in  London^  dated  May  20*

Although  the  weather  hath. hitherto  been  .extremely  unfa- 
vourable  to  my  intended  progrefs,  through  this  and  the  ad. 
joining  county ;  yet  1  have  not  failed  to  feize  every  opportunity 
that  offered  of  vifiting  fuch  places  in  this  neighbourhood  as  you 
recoin  mended  to  iny  obfervation :  in  the  coqrfe  of.  which  I  find 
the  letters  >ou  favoured  me  with  of  very  fignal  advantage.  By 
their  means  I  have  fouhd  a  ready  accefs  to  fuch  houfts  as  defer, 
ved  a  particular  infpeClioh,  and  have  been,  treated  with  a  degree 
of  politenefs  and  hofpitality  that  reflecl:  credit  otv our  countrymen. 
But  I  am  much'furprized  that  you  omitted  to  notice  SedgefieU, 
a  finall  neat  town  on  the  road  to  Durham, .which  lb  highly  plea, 
fed  me,  that  1  could  have  (laid  there  the  greateft  part  of  .a  iwhok 
day,  had  my  time  permitted,  rambling  in  the  gardens  pf  Mr  Bur* 
cion,  where,  as  Pope  lays,  ^  ^  t

A?  you  negleifled  to  mention  this  place  to  me,  I  apprehend  that 
Hardwick,  the  name  thefe  delightful  gardens  are  didinguilhed  by, 
liath^fcaped  your  obfervation:  the  remainder  of  this  paper  will 
therefore  he  employed  in  giving  yon  an  actx)Uiit  of  vhele  charm* 
ing  walks  and  lliades,  though  my  defcription.wiU  certainly  cauvey 
a  very  inadequate  idea  of  their. beauties,  r  • 

Hardwick-gardeiis  are  dillant  from  Sedgelield  about  half  a  mile. 
After  palting  through  a  lane  planted  witlr  a  row  of  trees  on  cacb 
fide,  we  come  to  a  gate,  on  one  lide  of.  which-  (lands . 
ner’.s  lodge.  Here  we  enter  the  gardens  on  the  left  hapd,,  andaf 
icr  walking  thiough  fbme  ferpentine  walks,  we  cqmc  to  a  loog 
gravel  walk,  which  hath  the  bathing  houfe  in  front,^and  a  vicvr  uf 
the  town  and  church  of  Sedgelield,  oyer  a.ha-hat*  wall*  Pafiipg 
nloiig  this  walk  we  come,  to  a  feat  placed  on  the  right  hand, 
^further  on  towards  the  left  the  ferpentine  river,  whichf  aa  pro¬ 
ceed  forward^,  <>j)ens  into  a  large  piece  of. water,,  in  ^ 

which  a  fliip  is  lien  floating.  In  front  of  the  Jopgi  WlJk  bf  ^ 
lide  of  the  river  is  a  balon  of  water,  and  near  it*an  alcQ^fe^ 
we  afeend  by  a  flight  of  (leps.  This  alcove/  built-in  llitC> Cotbidt 
tafle,  is  divided  into  five  niches,  and  commands  a-  benillif^d 
fpect  of  the  river,  and  the  temple  built  on  an  epiinen^l^  beyottd^ 
From -hence  we  go  to  the  batbing:houfe,  a  fniaU  neat  RofiC 
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in^,  confiding  of  the  bath,  two  rooms  beHde  it  for  the  purpofc  of 
uinlrclfinir,  and  two  others,  one  on  each  fide.  The  bath  is  fmalL 
i'lirrouiuled  with  iron  pallifades,  and  bath  (leps  to  delcend  into  it  | 
over  it  is  a  cupola  with  windows,  which  give  light  to  the  bath, 
nd  being  placed  in  this  manner,  the  water,  by  means  of  the  re- 
lleotion,  hath  the  appearance  of  being  very  deep.  Leaving  this 
place,  we  pafs  through  more  (erpentine  walks,  which  lead*  to  a 
fjiiare  piece  of  water  with  a  boat  on  it:  it  is  bounded  on  two  fides 
uitli  hedges,  hath  a  Gothick  (lone  building  in  front,  and  oppofite 
to  that  a  cafcade,  which  is  feen  to  the  greatefi  advantage  in  a 
looking-glafs,  placed  for  that  purpofe  in  the  lower  room  of  the 
building  This  room  is  paved  with  (lone :  at  the  back  of  it  are 
limits,  on  the  fides  of  which  are  placed  buds  of  Newton,  Locke, 
Cicero,  Bacon,  Antoninus,  and  others.  Thefe  (lairs  lead  to  -a 
room,  which  hath  a  fmaller  by  the  fide  of  it,  the  larger  room  de¬ 
corated  with  a  mock  library,  and  the  fmaller  furniflied  with  tea* 
equipage  We  quit  this  building  by  a.  door  at  the  back  part  of  it 
near  the  large  room;  and  by  an  eafy  defeending  ferpeiuine  (lope, 
atfcr  winding  through  feveral  other  walks,  we  arrive  at  one  plant¬ 
ed  with  trees  on  each  fide,  and  teniiinated  by  an  alcove.  On  the 
left  of  this  is  a  (hort  walk,  which  brings  us  to  a  piece  of  water, 
where  we  are  ferried  over  to  the  oppofite  fide :  at  one  end  of  this 
Water  is  a  grotto,  and  at  the  other  a  bafun,  in  the  middle  of 
which  (lands  a  (latue  of  Neptune  in  a  fine  attitude,  with  a  trident 
ill  his  hand,  as  rifing  from  the  waves.  We  then  go  to  the  tem¬ 
ple,  H  beautiful  building,  (landing  on  the  top  pf  a  hill,  from 
whence  we  have  an  extenfive  and  exceeding  fine  profpeil  of  the 
cou.iiy  of  Durham;  it  hath  glafs-doors  to  it,  and  Js  paved  with 
very  tine  marble:  on  the  deling  is  a  painting,  and  on  the  fides 
lu  u  ble  buds  of  Virgil,  Homer,  Cicero,  Sappho,  Theocritus,  Pin¬ 
dar,  ,&:c.  This  temple  was  begun  in  the  year  1754,  and  finifiied  in 
757  Proceeding  forwards  we  arrive  at  a  rifing  ground,  on  which 
^  building  is  now  erecfling,  deiigned  to  reprelent  an  old  caflic  in 
Near  this  (lands  ihe  banquctiing  houfe,  a  noble  building, 
Iroin  whence  we  have  a  delightful  profped  over  all  the  gardens: 
've  enter  the  banquetting-houfe  at  the  back  part;  it  confifis  of  a 
large  room,  with  windows  in  front,  at  each  end  a  bow  window 
iiipporicd  by  pillars,  and  is  extremely  lofty  and  highly  finifiied  in 
ery  ]).irt.  There  is  a  finall  room  at  the  fide  of  it,  in  which  is 
pain  ling  of  Vciius  on  the  cieling,  and  Di^na  and  Endymion  o- 
ver  the  fire-place.  On  the  cieling  of  the  ^cat  room  arc  three 
paintings,  the  fubjetfis  from  Homer,  the  middle  one  by  Hay  man, 
uul  the  other  two  by  Wall.  Round,  this  room  afe  bulls  of  Palla« 
liu,  Vitruvius,  Inigo  Jones,  and  others;  and  over  the  chimney- 
'iece  is  a  vacancy ,  deugned  to  be  filled  up  with  a  py^tire  of  Mr 
^*urdon  himfelf.  After  leaving  this  place,  we  pafs  through  a  few 
lure  walks,  and  then  quit  the  gardens  at  the  fame  door  we  enter 
to  them;  You  may  be  a^ured  that  when  you  rf iiirn  into  thefe

Wh  en  one  Cimliders  that  the  prince  has  it  in  his  power  to  chufe 
out  of  niillions  of  his  fubje^^ts,  and  among  whom  there  are  no  doubt 
both  wife  men  and  fools  \  when  we  fee  him  hit  on  one  in  whom 
virtue  and  wifclorn  are  (o  equally  confpicuous,  that  all  the  world 
agrees  there  was  not  his  fellow  left,  it  niufl  fill  one’s  ihind  with 
wonder  and  furpiife.  ;  4  t 

What  a  happinefs,  for  example,  ninfl  it  have  been  to  live  under 
the  nnfpiiions  reign  of  the  em])cror  Caligula,  who  had  (o  great  a 
regard  to  merit  wherever  he  found  it,  and  took  fuch  a  fatherly 
rare  in  providtJig  lor  the  happinefs  of  his  people,  that  he  made 
his  hnrfc  a  miniller  of  (late  !  yet  there  was  not  wanting  a  fa^ious 
and  fcdiiioiis  party  at  that  time  in  Uornc,  who  took  liberties-  with 
the  emperor  himl’elf,  only  (or  making  choice  of  fo  ufeful  an  animal 
to  lharc  niih  him  tlie  hiirden  of  governing  the  world,,  who,  after 
all  that  could  be  (aid  of  him,  was  certainly  a  mod  able  ihinifter. 

•  (  doubt  not  hut  he  had  his  friends  and  iiattcrers,  as  well  as  other 

luiniders  liave  ha<l  fince  ;  but  it  would  move  the  indignation  of 
every  loyal  heart  fo  rend,  wiyh  what  contempt  and  even  fcuiriliiyj 
A  ])er(on  (b  highly  in  trud  and  favour  with  the  emperor,  was  treat¬

There  is  a  jx'i  ioci  to  prejudice  itfelf;  the  prejudice  againft  thn 
great  miniller  is  long  lince  ileacl,  and  1  cloidt  doubt  but  the  prefct'* 
age  will  think  more  favourably  of  him  than  that  in  which  he  iWed. 
For  I  think  the  time  might  be  pointed  out,  when  a  nation  forneH 
ten  years  (pace  had  realbn  to  envy  Rome  for  having  even  a  horfr 
ioj  a  unniiicr.

ill  a  r^overnment  to  be  fupported  by  corruption,  any  beaft

For  uiy  own  part,  I  am  willing  to  do  jiiftice  to  his  memory,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  bert  lights  I  am  able  to  colle<5l  from  hiflory : — nay,  1 
ilnd  ill  inyfelf  an  inclination  to  believe,  that  he  owed  his  high  pre- 
i'ernicnt  to  his  merit.  ' 

Whether  I  have  read  or  dreamed  the  following  ftory,  I  cannot 
rerollect ; — that  the  emperor  being  one  day  on  his  back  (by  the 
Inc,  no  man  in  the  empire  rode  fo  ill),  with  his  whole  court  about 
him,  ihefe  obfequious  gentlemen  perceiving  how  aiikwardly  he 
mirLigecl  the  reins,  took  occafion  from  thence  to  flatter  him  upon 
his  being  a  inofl  excellent  horfeman;  upon  which  the  horfe  imme¬ 
diately  threw  him,  only  to  let  him  fee  what  a  parcel  of  rafcals  he 
h  id  about  him.  I’he  emperor  perceiving  that  the  horfe  was  the 
only  perfon  about  the  court  that  had  either  truth  or  honefty  in 
liim,  look  a  refolutioii  from  that  moment  to  raife  him  to  thofe 
high  honours  to  which  he  afterwards  arrived. 

He  this  as  it  may,  it  is  certain  many  virtues  (lione  in  him  after 
his  rile.  Jn  the  firft  place,  he  did  not  fhew  the  leaf!  alteration  of 
bch  iviour  on  ihis  fudden  change  of  good  fortune  ; — he  was  the  fame 
creature  as  before; — he  gave  himfelf  no  <fverbeaiing  airs  upon  it, 
as  is  common  rvath  thofe  raifed  above  their  element.— He  was  the 
only  ])erfon  about  court  who  feemed  no  way  tonfeious  of  his  hzrk 
ing  a  (  aperiority  ovef  others. 

lie  did  not  by  any  mean  arts  engage  the  attention  and  confi¬ 
dence  of  the  emperor,  nor  did  lie  mifreprefent  the  good  intentions 
ol  his  fubjecfls,  nor  did  he  prevail  on  him  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  their 
coinjilniiits,  or  to  reje<f^  their  petitions ;  nor  did  he  engrofs  the 
])o\ver  of  all  the  great  employments  in  the  empire,  although  he 
had  full  as  good  a  right  to  fuch  jK>wer  (if  parts  and  abilities  can 
[dve  a  right)  as  foine  that  have  ufurped  it  fince. 

Me  did  not  prefumc  to  ereeft  himfelf  into  a  dicflator  in  the  fr- 
nate  ;  nor  did  he  either  directly,  or  indirecl^ly,  bribe  or  command 
the  I'cnaiors  to  fay  black  was  white,  green„  blue,, yellow,  or.  any 
coiaur  he  was  plcafed  to  call  it — He  was  not  fb  infblentas  to  caufe 
JiKii  of  the  firfl  nobility  in  the  empire  to  wait  his  pleafure  for  ac- 
cels  to  his  perfbn,  nor  did  he  ever  fend  men  of  the  patrician  order 
on  f(»otmen’s  errands.— -As  corrupt  as  the  patricians  were  grown 
at  that  time,  if  he  had  given  himfelf  thofe  airs,  fonic  one  amongfl 
them  would  certainly  have  beftowed  upon  him  the  diicipline  .of 
the  horfe-whip.  *  •  *  ^  . 

As  he  was  no  flatterer  himfelf,  he-  took  no  pleafure  in  the  flat¬ 
teries  of  others  j  of*confequence  'he  .did  not  fquandcr  away  the 
public  treafure  in  penfions  to'proflitute  fellows* to  found  his  prailcs* 
““-He  had  more  fenfe,  as  well  as  more  inodcfly#  than  to  expofe 

firnfelf  to  the  ridicule  of  the  world  by  fo  prepofterous  a  piece  of 
aniiy.  •  . 
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He  was  content  with  the  fair  and  honed-  apf^ntmentt  bdooe. 
in:^  to  his  office,  without  multiplying  perquifiret,  or  turning  eyt% 
public  thing  into  a  job  •  nor  Was  he  eternally  eferocing  more  ami 
inoie  lo  his  own  family  t  and  although  he  might  have  as  fluptd 
and  indigent  kindred  as  feme  other  miniflers  have  had  finer, 
he  neither  took  them  from  the  plough  nor  thccart  to  difgrace  bit 
country  abroad,  nor  to  fpoil  the  public duinhefs. at  home. 

He  wds  fo  remarkable  for  his  temperance,  that  if  he  had  bit 
bell>-full  of  oats  in  the  morning,  he  never  craved  for  more  that 
day. — A  rare  inftance  of  moderation  in  a  perfonof  fo  much  power! 

Hiflory  is  not  only  fileni  viiili  refpec'l  to  his  family,  hut  wc  can¬ 
not  fo  much  as  learn  from  it  whether  this  great  ininitter  was  a 
done  horle  or  gelding.  Some  will  have  him  to  be  the  latter,  be- 
caufe  there  is  uothinc  recorded  of  bis  amours.  AH  that  wc  know 
•is,  that  he  did  not  make  himfelf  ridiculous  that  way  ;.^if  he^hacl|it 
would  not  have  efcaped  notice.  *:  •*  ?-' 

It  is  difiicult  to  be  particular  in  fpeaking  of  one  of  wbo'iii,*ro 
little  is  recorded  ;  but  although  authors  have  been  (ilent  as  to  his 
virtues,  we  may  be  furc  he  is  free  from  all  ihofc  vices  with  wbkh 
he  is  not  taxed;  for  the  vices  of  tbofe  who  are  fuddenly  raHcd  to 
high  preferment,  are  foidom  buried  *,  in  i>blivion;  and  upon  the 
whole  I  conceive,  that  notvviihftanding  for  fo  many  centuries  ptft 
lie  has  been  treated  as  a  Hupid  and  ignorant  miniAer, .yet  hit  parti 
would  make  no  contemptible  figure  either  in  the  arts  of'pesfieor 
the  .management  of  war,  ^when  compared  to  thofe  of  other  mini-' 
Iters  who  have  lived  fince.  Add  to  this,  his  temperance  and  mo- 
detly,  and,  above  all,  that  lioneA  and  difintereUed  mind  wbkh 
kept  him  within  fuch  bounds,  that  though  he  lived  iipoa  nochbg 
l>ut  hay  and'corn,  he  never  Hole  any;. 

Whoever  conftders  all  ihcfc  things  wdih  an  unprejudiced  jadg-

•  Scjfion  of  Parliiiment* 

VT^HILE  parliament  was  flitting,  it 
V  f  would  neither  have  been  fafe,  nor 
perhaps  quite  regular,  to  olFer  any  opi* 
»ion  to  the  public,  upon  the  jollicc  or 
'vilJoin  of  their  proceedings.  To  pro¬ 
nounce  fairly  upon  their  conduct,  it  was 
J*fccil<ry  to  wait,  until  we  could  confix 
‘ler,  iu  one  view,  the  begiuning,  the  pro- 
orefsi,  and  the  coocludon  of  their  deli- 
b  rations.  The  caufe  of  the  public  was 
undertaken  and  fupported  by  men,  from 
^liole  abilities  and  united  authority,  to 
Iny  nothing  of.the  advantageous  gronod 
Hood  ou,  mi^it  well  be  thought 
luificicnt  to  determine  a  popular  quef* 
tiou  ill  favour  of  the  people.  Neither 
^  the  hpufe  of  commons  fo  abfoltttely 
engaged  in  defence  of  the  miniftry,  or 
*vcu  of  their  ow  n  refoloCtuns,  but  that 
might  have  paid  Tome  decent  regard 
the  known  dil'pofition  of  their  confti* 
tuenis,  and,  without  any  dihoooar  to 
their  tirmnefs.  might  have  reiradtcd  an 
opinion  ton  ballily  adopted,  when  they 
the  alarm  it  had  created,  and  bow 
ilrongly  it  was  oppofed  by  the  general 
Icnfc  of  the  natidn.  The  mioiRry  too, 
^ould  have  confulted  their  own  imnie* 
diate  iutrreii,  in  making  Come  coaceiEon 
latisfadtory  to  the  moderate  part  of  the 


people.  M’’ithoat  touching  the  faft,  they 
might  have  coufented  to  guard  agiiuft, 
or  give  up  the  dangerous  principle  on 
which  it  was  eRablilhed.  In  this  Rate 
of  things,  I  think  it  was  highly  impro¬ 
bable,  at  the  beginning  of  the  frfiton, 
that  the  complaints  of  the  people  upon 
a  matter,  which,  in  their  apprehenhon 
at  lead,  immediately  aifetfled  the  life  of 
the  conftitution,  would  be  treated  with 
as  much  contempt  by  their  own  repre- 
fentarive,  and  by  the  boufe  of  lords,  as 
they  had  been  by  the  other  branch  *ott 
the  l6gtlUture.  Defpairiog  of  their  in- 
te^p-ity,  we  had  «  right  to  expetd  fome- 
fhiQg  from  their  prudence,  and  fomc* 
thing  from  their  tears.  The  duke  of 
Oration  certainly  did  not  forefee  to  whac 
an  extent  the  coruptlon  of  a  parliament 
might  be  carried.  He  thought  perhaps 
that  there  was  (Ull  fome  portion  of 
ihame  or  virtue  left  in  the  majority  i»f 
the  boufe  of  commons,  or  that  vieir  was 
a  line  in  public  proftiiu^ionij  beyond, 
which  they  would'  fcrtiplo  to  ^proceed. 
Had  the  young  man  been  9  liRle  snore 
pradlifed  in  the  wprld,  or  had  be  ven¬ 
tured  to  meafnre  the  ebaradters  of  other 
men  by  his  own,  he  would  not  havf  been 
fo  eaitly  difeonrag^d.

They  arc  to  traverfe  the  Che- 
r'»kee  mountains,  then  to  dire<5i:  their 
march  to  the  Cufatees  river,  the  courfe 
of  which  they  are  to  follow  to  its  en¬ 
trance  iiitb  the  fouth  fea,  where  a  fort 
is  to  be  built,  and  a  colony  fettled,  by 
the  name  of  the  Carolinas  — Propofals 
are  font  to  Virginia,  New-York,  and  Bo- 
fton,  to  form  lirallar  fettlenients  upon 
the  foiitbern  ocean  ;  each  fettlemenc  to 
be  diilanced  fixty  miles  from  the  other, 
and  to  command  titc  coalt  of  California.

Extrsd?  of  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  at 
Paris  to  his  friend  in  Edinuurgb,  dated 
Paris.  June  3.  1770. 

••I  have  been  a  witnefs  of  all  the  fra¬ 
cas  and  parade  at  Verfaillcs  fire-works, 
&c.  on  the  marriage  of  the  Dauphin  ; 
and  though  the  number  of  people  af- 
fcmbled  there,  on  that  occafion,  was 
computed  to  exceed  500,000,  yet  there 
was  little  cunfuiion,  and  no  fatal  accident, 
happened  to  any —The  rejoicings  here 
were  lalt  Thurfday ;  and  the  playing  oif 
the  fire-works  in  the  evening  was  at¬ 
tended  by  a  very  melancholy  cataftrophe: , 
Seven  or  eight  hundred  thoufand  people 
were  gathered  together  to  this  entcr- 
taiiiinent,  which  lafted  onjy  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  :  the  ftreets  aml^ 
fields  adjacent,  were  filled  with  coaches 
to  the  number  of  15  or  16,000.  The 
principal  outlet  from  the  exhibition- 
ground  in  returning  to  the  city,  though 
60  feet  wide,  yet  two  fmall  gutters  hav¬ 
ing  been  cut  in  it,  to  carry  olf  the  water 
from  a  new  building,  it  became  too  nar¬ 
row  and  dangerous  for  fuch  a  multitude. 
After  being  almoft  fulFocated,  many  per- 
fons  by  Itumbliiig  into  tbefe  gutters, 
•verthrew  others,  infomuch,  that  in  a- 
bout  twenty  minutes  time  1^3  perfoiiM 
were  trampled  to  death,  and  lay  there 
till  fix  next  morning,  when  they  were 
carried  to  a  church  to  be  owned.  M.vn3r 
were  carried  off  dead  by  their  relations 
that  night;  i6o  wounded  were  feiit  to’ 
bofpitals,  many  of  whom  are  fince  dead, 
and  feveral  hundreds,  dangcrouily  hurt,  * 
got  to  their  own  homes.  All  this,  bc- 
fides  the  lofs  of  lives,  during  the  Ihorr- 
pei  iod  of  entertainmenti  and  afterwards 
in  returning  to  the  city  by  water,  the
